President Ussery is Re-elected. 

The directors of the Blue Grass 
League met in this city yesterday 
with all the clubs of the league repre- 
sented with the exception of Frank- 
fort. Considerable discussion was in- 
dulged in as to the schedule of 1911 
and it was finally determined [to limit 
the . playing season to one hundred 
games to Thursday, :May 18 and close 
on Monday, September 4. t By a unani- 
mous vote and in the face of his 
pretests. President Ussery was re- 
elected as President of the organiz- 
ation. 

The session was held in the Elks 
building and convened at eleven 
o’clock. The meeting was called to 
erder by President Uesery, who sub- 
mitted a report of the season of 1910. 
The report was audited by a[ commit- 
tee composed of J. Q. Stuart, of Win- 
chester; T. A. Sheets, of Lexington, 
and James H. Fitzgerald of Mays 
v: 11 \ 

President Ussery in submitting his 
report reviewed rhe season of 1910 at 
length and pointed cut what he con- 
sidered the pitfalls that threatened 
the success of the league from both a 
financial and harmonious standpoint. 

He told of the many dieffiultips un- 
der which he had labored and especi- 
ally the unfavorable comment made 
upon his official sc'ions. He defended 
himself against the charges of par 
tiality, ard announced that he was not 
a candidate for re-tlcc ion. 

Judge J. J. Grecrleaf, President of 
the Richmond club, offered the follow- 
ing resolution which was unanimously 
carried : 

“Resolved: The directors of the 

Blue Grass League of base ball clubs 
tender to President Ussery their 
thanks for his services and tbeir con- 
fidence in his ability and fairness.” 

Tne auditing committee then 
brougtt in the following signed rtprit. 
“We [the committee have examined 
the financial report of President W. C. 
Ussery and have found it correct and 
records well kept.” 

Thesilary limit of each club, in- 
lucding that of the manager be fixed 
at $1,000 per month. An amendment 
fixing the limit at $900 per month with 



the manager’s salary included was 
voated down and rhe original motion 
was adopted 4 to 1. 

A motion was adopted requiring the 
president, treasurer and secretary of 
each club within three days after the 
payment of salaries on tho first and 
fifteenth of each month to send a 
sworn statement to the president of 
the league showing the amount of 
salaries paid club members. 

The president empowered to insti- 
tute an investigation of any violation 
of this rule upon the part of any |club, 
and to see to it that every club in the 
league lived up to the requirement, 
and that if any club was found guilty 
of a violation of its terms a fine of $25 
was to be imposed for esch offense. A 
motion was also adopted limiting the 
number of players including the mana- 
ger of each team to twelve men. 

A motion was also carried that any 
club in the league at any time £may 
suspend as many as two players for 
either illness or accidents for as [many 
as fifteen days without pay. 

A motion was offered to put every 
club upon an equitable basis by requir- 
ing any player on the team who 
might be a part owner of the club to 
sign a salary contract equal to not less 
than one-twelfth of the total amount 
voted for salat ies. This was later 
amended to read $75 per month and 
was finally[wilhdrawn, (upon a state- j 
mnt by Mr.- Yancey^of the Lexington 
club that the minutes show that such 
player was not to rerieve a salary of 
less than $50 par month. 

Mr. J. Q. Stuart of the Winchester 
club, then offered a motion placing in 
nomination the name of President W. 
C. Ussery for re-election. The latter 
attempted to interpose an^objection j 
when ;he was declared .out of order 
and the vote being put by Mr. Stew- 
art, carried unanimously. -■> 

2 A discussion ensued as to the au- 
thority of the president [in such mat- 
ters as the employing and dismissing 
of urrpires, the enforcing of the rule 
regarding the salary limit, the refund- 
ing of expenses of the visiting team at 
holiday games where the receipts were 
pooled and other matters of impor- 
tance to the league during the playing 
season which had to be acted upon im- 
mediately. Full power wts given the 
president in 8 11 these [matters. 

At the meeting yesterday Lexington 
was represented by Hogan Yancey and 
T. A. Sheets, Winchester J. Q. Stew- 
art, Richmond Judge J. J. Greenleaf, 
Maysville James W. Fitzgerald and 
Paris J. W. Bacon.

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NEWEST FANCY IN HATPINS 



Fabric Heads in the Shape of Rosettes 
and Rosebud Wreaths 
Are in Favor. 



GIVING VARIETY TO FIRST 
COURSE IN MENU. 



Fabric heads are the newest fancy 
in hatpins. The most fragile of these 
novelties are in the shape of rosettes 
and tiny rosebud wreaths of stiffened 
white net, and the most substantial 
are of Irish crochet representing 
either the shamrock or the full-blown 
rose. Also, of flower form are the 
hatpin tops of celluloid tinted in imi- 
tation of whatever exotic is represent- 
ed, and there are some choice and 
expensive specimens of coral carved 
in dahlia and rose shape. Carded 
ivory pin tops represent all manner 
of odd shares, as well as flat disks, 
balls and pears, and In the prism cut 
crystals of various shades are the 
well-known spikes, acorns and cubes. 

Pin tops of filigree metal in square 
and circular form are set with coral 
rose balls, with pearls and amethysts, 
and many of sterling silver are bril- 
liantly enameled with color. 

Amethysts are a favorite setting for 
the colonial pin tops of burnished 
gold and form the center of the flower 
shapes which have petals of white 
stones. 

Hatpins have so gradually increased 
in size and cost that they are now re- 
garded as a portion of the jewelry and 
are as carefuliy looked after. The 
amethysts, garnets, rhinestones or 
pearls of a hatpin head are quite 
worth saving when the ornament it- 
self, for one reason or another, is dis- 
carded. Not infrequently a girl will 
throw r away a handsome top because 
its pin is bent or broken or several 
of the semi-preciou3 stones of Its set- 
ting have fallen out, owing to her 
failure to have her expensive hatpins 
examined as regularly as she does her 
rings. While the larger shops do not 
repair jewelry set with semi-precious 
stones, there are many minor dealers 
who will gladiv renovate an-elaborate 
hatpin, and for an amazingly small 
sum. 



Potatoes and Sorrel Added to Familiar 
Tomato Bisque — How to Use the 
Water in Which Fowl Has 
Been Boiled. 



In the fall the housewife’s fancF 
seriously turns to thoughts of soups. 

With the first few whiffs of snappy 
autumn air the stock pot acquires an 
interest which it has lacked for at 
least three months, while the dally 
menu becomes longer by one hot, 
wholesome course. * 

When reinstating soup to its proper 
dignity this year it would be an ex- 
cellent housewifely study to vary it 
to a greater extent than in former sea- 
sons. 

The average first course is extreme- 
ly limited in point of variety, and good 
and tasty recipes are so numerous 
that it is a pity this should be the 
case. 

While fresh tomatoes are still with 
us, try a variation of the familiar to- 
mato bisque. Have the fruit weigh- 
ing just a pound, and cook them in 
salted water, with either three or 
four white potatoes (peeled, of course) 
according to size, and have a bunch of 
sorrel in the water. When soft, rub 
them through a sieve and heat again 
with gome butter. Add the seasoning 
liked, boil up yet again, and serve with 
toast fingers. 

Any poultry stock makes a good 
soup in capable hands. And by poul- 
try stock is meant not the extracted 
juice3 of a whole fowl, but simply wa- 
ter in which the biped is boiled. 

This is the method followed by one 
adept manager to use up the super- 
fluous liquor when serving boiled fowl. 

To a pint and a quarter of the latter 
add just a little celery, a mere sliver 
of onion, a saltspoonful of pepper 
corns, and a teaspoonful of salt to 
taste. When it has reached the boil- 
ing point, simmer it slowly half an 
hour, and afterward strain. Prepare 
the usual blend of flour and butter, 
gradually pour on to it the boiling 
liquid. Add one cupful of milk and 
season with salt and pepper. 

If the yolk of one egg is slightly 
whipped, thinned with a tableapoonful 
of the soup, and added to the pottage 
proper It makes for additional rich- j t ^ e 
ness. In such case it must be served 
Immediately, or it will curdle. 

Artichoke soup is less known than ' 
many other vegetable broths which 
are less choice. Following is a reli- 
able recipe for it. In a tablespoonful 
of good butter fry a white turnip 
sliced thin, red onion ditto, three 
pounds of Jerusalem artichokes, wash- 
ed, pared and sliced, and a thin slice 
of bacon. Stir these in the hot butter 
for ien mlmyiteS; and gradually add one 
pint of stock. Season to taste, strain 
and press vegetables through a sieve, 
after which add two cups of boiling 
milk, reheat and serve. 

One of the many uses of a can of 
salmon is a soup easily whipped up 
on washday or to eke out a scanty 
luncheon menu some time. 

Remove all bits of skin and bone 
and mash the fish in a bowl to a paste. 

Mix together two cups of veal broth 
with the same quantity of sweet milk 
and bring to a boiling point. Cream 
together two tablespoonfuls of flour 
and one of butter, and with it thicken 
the stock, stirring smooth. Add the 
fish, boil up once more and serve. 

The same rule can be used when 
there is a pound of fresh boiled sal- 
mon in the larder to be picked over, 
and it is equally delicious with hali- 
but. 

Good and appetizing, too, especially 
noteworthy in a household where 
there are school-going appetites, is 
cream of sago. .For It is the sago, 
after being thoroughly washed, Is 
soaked three hours or more. A quart 
of white stock is put in the soup pot 
with a small onion, a bay leaf and a 
parsley spray and is slowly simmered 
for 30 minutes, after which the greens 
are removed. A pint of cream or milk 
Is brought to a boil and is thickened 
in the usual way with blended butter 
and flour. This thickened milk is 
poured into the boiling stock, season- 
ed and the pottage is ready for imme- 
diate appreciation.

Bismarck Demanded 5,000 From 
France, but Got Only Five. 

Germany’s governmental policy is to 
encourage the exports of brain, labor, 
sunshine, air and water. There is 
nothing in sugar, in alcohol, but car- 
bon, gathered from the air, but hydro- 
geu and oxygen gathered from the 
rainwater, transformed by tbe sun 
into beet plauts, grown in fields, tilled 
and wielded by hand, the beet pulp 
being transformed by other hands and 
skilled knowledge into sugar and alco- 
hol. 

Ikmmark and Holland export butter, 
which takes nothing from the soil. 
The French import Asiatic silk, weave 
It at Lyons and export the fiuished 
product. They export wine by analy- 
sis 87 per cent water, 10 per cent alco- 
hol and 0.04 per cent aroma and bou- 
quet. Water and alcohol take nothing 
from the soil, but the aroma makes 
the wine worth from $10 a pound 
down. 

In the peace negotiations between 
Bismarck and the French iu 1871 it 
was not the money indemnity, it was 
not the loss of territory, that pro- 
longed negotiations. BNmarck be- 
thought himself to demand 5.000 emp- 
ty old champagne barrels impregnated 
with tbe aroma, the bouquet produc- 
ing ferment, and this the French re- 
fused. Tliej’ had consented to pay 
$1,000,000,000; they broken hearted ly 
gave up Alsace aud Lorraine, but the 
bouquet of their priceless wines Bis- 
marck should not have, and iu the end 
they compromised on five barrels. 

The French were Instinctively gov- 
erned by supernal common sense.— 
Harrington Emerson in Engineering.

For preserving select grapes of fine 
flavor wash them and free them from 
skins and seeds, lay the skins careful- 
ly aside for use later, and put the 
grapes into a preserving kettle. Cook 
them until the seeds become loosened 
from the pulp and press them through 
a sieve that will exclude the seeds. 
Then weigh the fruit, after adding the 
skins. \ For every pound allow a 
pound of sugar and let the whole sim- 
mer for half an hour or longer. 

Inferior grapes that will not make 
a good preserve can often be ad- 
vantageously used in a pickle. In 
fact, it is an extravagance to use 
grapes of fine flavor for pickling, as 
the spices and vinegar hide the flavor. 
But, of course, the grapes should be 
in good condition. Press the pulp 
from the skins, after washing and re- 
moving the stems. Put a little water 
into a porcelain lined kettle. Add the 
grapes and then let them cook slowly 
for half an hour on the back of the 
stove, w r here there is no danger of 
burning. Press the whole through a 
sieve that excludes the seeds. Add to 
every quart of grapes one pint of 
sugar, and half a pint of vinegar, 
with cloves and cinnamon to suit the 
taste. It is well to use only half as 
much cloves as you have of cinnamon, 
the former being so much stronger in 
flavor. Boil the whole till the skins 
are soft, when it will be ready to set 
away.

STEALING A HORSE 



Heavy Articles. — Make enough 
warm — not hot — soapsuds to cover 
what you want to wash. Take your 
washboard, lay part of the article 
flat on It, and scrub with your scrub- 
bing brush until all is scrubbed. When 
all is clean, rinse in several clean 
waters. Do not wring, but lift out of 
water on to line. You will be more 
than pleased with this easy way. 

To Wash Blankets. — All that is nec- 
essary is abundance of soft water and 
soap without resin in it. Resin hard- 
ens the fibers of wool and should 
never be used In washing any kind of 
flnannel goods. Blankets treated as 
above will always come out soft and 
clean. A little bluing may be used 
In washing white blankets. They 
should be shaken and snapped until 
almost dry; it will require two per- 
sons to handle them. Woolen shawls 
and all woolen articles, especially 
men’s wear, are much Improved by 
being pressed with a hot Iron under 
damp muslin.
